Of  the  Association  of  St.  PauVs  Church,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion. — Presented  at 

the  Annual  Meeting,  Tuesday,  May  l-il,  1832. 

The  Association,  to  which  this  First  Annual  Report 
is  now  presented,  was  formed  on  Tuesday,  May  3d, 
1831, — at  the  suggestion  of  the  Rector  of  the  Church 
to  which  it  belongs.  The  great  and  leading  object  of 
the  Association,  is  to  simplify  and  economise  the 
efforts  for  religious  benevolence,  w’hich  the  congrega¬ 
tion  are  enabled  by  the  Providence  of  God  to  make. 
It  was  established  upon  the  principle,  that  the  united 
c.xertions  of  many  would  accomplish,  what  their  sepa¬ 
rate  individual  exertions  could  not  effect.  Upon  the 
supposition  that  each  member'of  the  congregation  felt 
the  obligation  to  give  something  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Gospel  among  men  the  plan  has  been  to  unite  all 
these  donations  into  one  common  Treasury,  and  from 
tha^  to  dispense  abroad,  to  all  the  various  objects 
which  appeared  to  claim  attention,  as  each  severally 
had  need. 

TJic  object  has  been  purely  religious.  By  this  is 
meant,  that  the  donations  are  designed  exclusively 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  men,  and  not  to  relieve  their 
bodily  necessities.  It  has  been  also  altogether  foreign 
from  our  individual  congregation.  It  does  not  include 
within  its  claims,  any  thing  which  is  peculiar  lo  the 
congregation  lo  which  it  belongs.  The  proper  care 
of  our  own  poor,  and  the  proper  support  of  our  Sunday-  , 
schools,  are  so  evidently  debts  and  ‘obligations  laid 
upon  us  as  a  people,  that  they  can  hardly  come  within 
the  limits  of  religious  benevolence.  To  every  object 
which  is  connected  with  the  salvation  of  souls,  beyond 
the  circle  of  our  own  congregation,  whether  in  this 
land  or  in  foreign  lands,  whether  in  our  own  denomi¬ 
nation  or  common  to  all  denominations,  the  attention 
of  this  Association  is  properly  directed :  and  the  uni¬ 
versal  promotion  of  tfue  religion,  as  its  name  indi- 1 
cates,  is  the  end  which  it.is  designed  to  accomplish.  { 

When  the  Association  was  formed,  it  was  hoped 
that  it  would  be  so  generally  encouraged  and  support¬ 
ed  by  the  congregation,  as  to  supersede  the  propriety 
of  any  other  appeals  to  them,  either  by  public  collec¬ 
tions,  or  by  private  applications.  This  we  regret  to 
state,  has  not  been  the  fact.  The  number  who  have 
united  in  it  when  compared  with  those  who  have  with¬ 
held  their  co-operations,  has  been  small.  This  has  been 
owing,  in  some  measure,  undoubtedly  to  the  circum¬ 
stance,  tha*  »nai»V’-. persons  were  under  previnu*  oblige 
lions  10  some  otfier  individual  societies.  And  so  far  as 
this  has  been  the  case,  it  is  hoped  that  another  year 
will  show  an  increase,  both  of  the  number  of  contribu¬ 
tors,  and  of  the  amount  of  contributions. 

Tlie  receipts  of  the  last  year,  however,  have  not 
been  small.  And  it  may  truly  be  hoped,  that  the 
amount  of  good  which  has  been  accomplished  by  their 
dispensation  will  not  be  unacceptable  to  the  Lord  of 
all,  nor  forgotten  by  Him. 

The  'I’reasurer’s  account  will  show  the  gross  receipt 
of  $1078.37,  of  which  $675.92  have  been  obtained 
from  subscribers  in  the  congregation,  $164.22  from  the 
collections  at  the  monthly  concerts  of  prayer,  and  the 
remainder  from  some  associations  for  missionary  pur¬ 
poses  which  were  previously  in  operation.  In  the  dis¬ 
pensation  of  these  funds,  the  large  sum  of  $425.38  has 
been  given  to  the  Greek  Mission,  the  most  of  which 
was  specially  devoted  by  the  donors  for  this  object. 
$235  have  been  paid  toward  the  education  of  young 
men  belonging  tQ  our  own  congregation,  for  the  minis¬ 
try  of  the  Church,  one  of  whom  is  at  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  Virginia,  the  other  preparing  in  this  city 
to  join  the  same  Seminary  at  a  future  time — $100  has 
been  appropriated  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  Pro¬ 
fessor’s  house  at  that  Seminary,  which  was  much 
needed  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Institution ;  $50  has 
been  given  to  the  promotion  of  Sunday-schools  in  the 
Mississippi  Valley ;  $.50  has  been  given  to  the  monthly 
distribution  of  tracts  in  this  city  ;  $75  has  been  given 
to  the  City  Mission,  an  Institution  which  seems  to  be 
calculated  to  promote  much  the  good  of  the  poor  of 
this  city — and  $75  also  has  been  given  to  tlie  So¬ 
ciety  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  support  of  Episcopal 
Missionaries  in  destitute  parts  of  the  State. 

In  making  this  distribution  of  the  funds  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  Board  of  Trustees  believe  they  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  members  to  have  acted  with  becoming 
discretion,  and  trust  tliat  their  course  will  prove  to  be 
generally  at^cptal>le.  The  principle  upon  which  the 
Association  has  Seen  established,  they  believe  will  be 
approved  in  proportion  ns  it  is  tested,  and  they  cannot 
but  hope,  that  the  members  will  show  their  satisfac¬ 
tion  and  confidence  by  the  increased  exertions  and 
donations  of  another  year.  By  the  blessing  of  Go<l, 
we  may  be  thus  instrumental  in  doing  much  good  in 
our  day  and  generation,  if  in  the  whole  extent  of  our 
large  and  interesting  congregation,  we  act  upon  the 
principle  of  united  effort,  and  bow  the  hearts  of  all,  as 
the  heart  of  one  man.  And  in  the  same  proportion 
may  we  expect  also  thp  blessing  which  maketh  rich, 
to  descend  in  return  upon  ourselves.  Let  us  unite  in 
praising  God  for  all  his  mercies,  and  go  on  with  re¬ 
newed  effort  to  honour  his  holy  name.

A  work  has  rrccntly^been  published  in  New-York, 
entitled  “  Considerations  for  Young  Men,"  which  I 
am  desirous,  through  your  columns,  of  commending  to 
the  attention  of  that  important  class  to  which  it  is  ad¬ 
dressed,  and  of  all  who  are  interested  in  their  wel¬ 
fare  and  usefulness.  Perhaps  it  would  be  enough, 
with  many  persons,  to  say  that  Ui’is  volume  is  by  tlie 


Systematic  Benevolence. — The  object  of  the  “  Asso-  I 
elation  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  for  the  Promotion  of  Reli¬ 
gion,’’  as  exhibited  in  the  Report  on  our  second  page, 
is  highly  important,  and  the  plan  for  its  attainment 
appears  to  be  judicious.  Every  individual  who  offers 
the  prayer  “  Thy  kingdom  come,”  should  make  it  one 
of  the  first  objects  of  life,  to  contribute  of  his  substance 
as  a  part  of  the  means  for  extending  that  kingdom 
throughout  the  earth.  He  should  constantly  keep  be¬ 
fore  his  mind  the  inquiry,  in  what  way  can  i  best  and 
to  the  greatest  c.xtcnt,  promote  the  welfare  of  my  fel¬ 
low-creatures,  and  especially,  what  can  1  do  as  an  in¬ 
instrument  of  the  Lord  to  extend  to  them  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  that  Gospel,  which  has  made  known  to  me  the 
way  of  life  ?  He  has  received  blessings  which  he 
might  be  thankful  to  purchase  with  all  his  worldly 
possessions,  and  if  an  indulgent  Master  permits  him  to 
retain  a  portion  of  them  for  his  own  use,  will  he  not 
be  careful  and  anxious  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  in 
such  a  way  as  will  evince  his  gratitude,  and  show  that 
he  esteems  himself  and  his  property  as  not  his  own, 
being  “  bought  with  a  price  ?” 

The  fault  of  most  Christians  Is  not  in  unwillingness 
to  engage  in  works  of  benevolence  when  invited  to 
do  so,  but  in  making  this  too  much  an  arbitrary  duty, 
the  performance  of  which  is  left  to  depend  upon  acci¬ 
dental  circumstances.  If  their  contributions  are  soli¬ 
cited,  they  will  not  be  withheld;  if  not,  they  will  be 
retained  for  other  purposes.  This  is  wrong  and  glar¬ 
ingly  inconsistent  in  the  followers  of  Him,  who  came 
“  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost,”  and  “  who 
went  about  doing  good.”  Every  Christian  should  be 
the  source  of  Influence  to  others,  instead  of  feeling  a 
foreign  influence  necessary  to  rouse  himself  to  action. 

The  tendency  of  such  an  Association  as  that  to 
which  we  refer,  is  to  remind  all  invited  to  unite  in  it, 
of  their  obligations,  and  to  keep  before  their  atten¬ 
tion  the  various  objects  which  call  for  assistance. 
The  result  in  the  present  instance  is  gp’atifying,  not 
only  in  the  amount  contributed,  but  in  the  salutary 
influence  which  the  contributors  themselves  have 
felt.  \Ve  are  informed  that  the  Church  to  which  the 
Association  is  attached,  has  done  more  during  tiie 
past  year  for  others,  than  at  any  former  period,  and 
has  itself  received  a  greater  blessing.  Within  the 
year  ending  at  Easter,  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  new 
communicants  have  been  added  lo  the  Church,  and 
its  condition,  both  In  temporal  and  spiritual  things,  is 
such  as  to  call  for  unbounded  gratitude  to  Him  from 
whose  grace  these  blessings  are  derived.  And  if  the 
members  of  all  our  Churches  would  give  themsielves 
more  fully  to  the  Lord,  and  make  his  service  more  un¬ 
reservedly  their  delight,  th^  prayers  would  be  ,an- 
swered  in  a  rich  increase  of  blessings  upon  themselves

An  examination  of  Mr.  Howell's  Review  of  Dr.  Ducaehet's 
Letter  on  *^tht  office  of  Spon.wrs  in  Baptism  "  in  a 
letter  to  the  Reviewer,  from  an  Episemalian.

Our  readers  will  remember  that  a  small  pamphlet 
was  published  some  time  ago,  by  the  Rev.  H.  W. 
Ducachet  on  the  office  *of  Sponsors  in  Baptism, 
and  that  we  copied  Q’om  it  some  valuable  extracts. 
It  appeared  to  be  designed  for  the  instruction  of  Epis¬ 
copalians  in  the  tenets  of  their  own  Church,  and  by 
no  means  calculated  to  provoke  controversy.  It  his 
been  however  made  the  subject  of  a  review,  as  will 
be  perceived  from  the  title  of  the  pamphlet  now  be¬ 
fore  us.  We  have  not  seen  the  review,  but  from  the 
extracts  given  in  this  pamphlet  it  appears  to  be  any 
thing  but  a  fair  and  candid  production.  Were  it  not 
for  the  effect  which  might  be  produced  by  iU  bold 
and  unsupported  assertions,  we  should  judge  it  alto¬ 
gether  unworthy  of  the  minute  and  able  examination 
of  its  contents  which  it  has  received  from  “  An  Epis¬ 
copalian.”
